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In  1852,  a  similar  resolution  was  passed,  Recorder  Tillou,  who  was 
not  in  the  Board  in  1851,  alone  voting  in  the  negative. 

Under  a  strong  conviction  that  these  official  trustees,  who  were  paid 
salaries  from  the  city  treasury,  ought  not  to  vote  a  compensation  to 
themselves,  and  that  the  precedent  which  they  had  established,  ought 
to  be  counteracted,  I  addressed  letters  to  the  four  salaried  officers, 
requesting  them  to  restore  to  the  fund  the  sums  thus  abstracted  from 
it.  Three  of  them  have  complied  with  this  reasonable  request,  but  the 
late  Comptroller  has  not  yet  donejustice  to  the  fund.*  The  letter  ad- 
dressed 16  him  is  appended,  marked  No.  13,  which  shows  the  ground 
on  which  the  call  on  him  was  made. 

Appended  to  this  report,  and  marked  N6.  14,  is  a  statement  prepa^ 
ed  by  the  book-keeper,  showing  the  assessed  value  of  real  and  personal 
estate,  and  the  amount  annually  raised  by  tax,  from  1826  to  1852,  both 
inclusive. 

The  population,  (wliich  is  not  in  the  statement,)  for  each  period  of 
live  years,  and  the  assessed  valuation  and  total  tax  in  each  of  those 
years,  may  be  stated  as  follows,  viz  :

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estate ;  Xo.  3,  on  the  total  amount  of  taxation,  at  intervals  of  five 
years,  and  corresponding,  as  near  as  practicable,  with  the  census,  com- 
mencing with  that  of  1825,  and  ending  with  ISoO.  The  valuation  of 
real  estate  in  the  city  was  increased  ninety  millions  of  dollars  in  a 
single  year,  from  1835  to  1836.  It  then  fell  oflF  from  year  to  year, 
and  did  not  again  reach  the  point  attained  in  1830,  until  1852.  And 
in  the  latter  year,  the  excess  beyond  1836,  is  forty-two  millions  of 
dollars. 

Comparing  the  population  of  the  city  in  1825  with  that  of  1850, 
and  it  shows  an  increase,  in  twenty-five  years,  equal  to  two  hundred  and 
ten  per  cent,  for  the  whole  period.  A  similar  comparison  of  the 
aggregate  valuation  of  real  and  personal  estate  between  1826  and 
1850,  shows  an  increase  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  per  cent,  for 
the  whole  period ;  whilst  a  like  comparison  of  the  amount  of  taxes 
assessed  on  the  city  for  the  twenty-four  years  from  1826  to  1850,  shows 
an  increase  equal  to  seven  hundred  and  forty  per  cent.

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It  is  very  desirable  that  the  exterior  water  line  around  the  city 
should  be  examined  by  competent  persons,  carefully  revised  and  per- 
manently established  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature.  This  should  be 
done  after  getting  the  testimony  of  persons  best  qualified  to  form  opin- 
ions and  furnish  facts,  on  the  comprehensive  views  which  governed  the 
Commissioners  who  laid  out  the  great  avenues  and  public  grounds  of 
the  city  under  the  act  of  1807.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  such  a  com- 
mission had  not  been  organized  twenty  years  since.  It  may  be  said, 
and  truly,  that  commerce  is  now  cramped  and  subjected  to  delays  and 
vexations,  for  want  of  longer  piers  and  wider  slips;  but  this  is  no 
reason  for  destroying  the  groat  channels  of  commorco,  or  encroaching 
on  the  limits  dedicated  to  the  public  grounds  by  law.

It  is  stated,  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Public  School 
Society,  that  since  its  incorporation,  in  1805,  there  have  been  educated 
in  the  schools  of  the  Society,  six  hundred  thousand  scholars ;  and 
since  the  establishment  of  its  Normal  School,  twelve  hundred  teachers 
haTe  been  fitted  for  the  duties  of  teaching  common  schools.

"A.  C.  Plagg: 

"  Sib  : — Your  late  report,*  as  Comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
exposing  the  extravagance  in  expenditures,  and  the  abuses  of  the  taxing 
power,  attrat^ts  much  attention  and  approval,  even  in  the  country. 

"  You  complain — not  without  reason,  perhaps — that  the  general  tax 

of  SSOOjOOO,  for  the  support  of  schools,  falls  unequally  upon  the  city. 

It  should,  however,  be  recollected  that  this  tax  was  forced  upon  the 

city  as  a  retaliatory  measure,  for  the  officiousness  of  the  city  in  forcing 

upon  the  country  the  (so  called)  free  school  law,  not  only  in  hostility 

to  the  expressed  wish  of  the  country,  but  greatly  to  the  injury  of  tie 

interest  of  education. 

■ 

"  Our  common  schools,  though  they  are  so  much  controlled  by  ontr 
side  influences,  were  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Every  child  in  the 
state,  rich  or  poor,  was  furnished  with  an  opportunity  of  elementary 
education.  Our  school  system,  then  the  boast  of  many,  was  indeed 
popular  througliout  the  civilized  world. 

**  The  folly  of  attempting  too  much,  on  the  subject  of  schools  in  the 
countrv,  is  seen  in  the  diminished  interest  in  favor  of  schools.   Parents 
should  especially  bear  some  of  the  burthens  of  educating  their  o^n    1 
children,  upon  the  principle  that  that  which  costs  nothing  is  worth 
nothing.     The  poor  should  be  furnished  with  the  means  of  education,  j 
but  governmental  benevolence,  on  the  subject  of  schools,  should  cease. 
If  there  are  not  sufficient  inducements  for  parents,  possessing  t'Uc 
ability,  to  educate  their  own  children,  it  cannot  be  forced  upon  th^"^ 
by  coercive  laws  and  onerous  taxation.     The  family,  it  is  suppos^^' 
was  instituted  for  some  purpose,  and  none  seems  more  appropriate  tl^^^ 
that  of  rearing  children,  feeding,  clothing  and  educating  them.''

February  1st,  1854,  on  account  of  Building  Stock  No.  2,  and  November 
1st,  1853,  the  sum  of  $5,000;  being  the  last  payment  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  iron  railing  around  Washington  square. 

During  the  same  period,  the  debt  payable  from  taxation,  as  shown 
in  Schedule  No.  5,  has. been  increased  s?154,000,  as  provided  in  chap. 
301,  of  the  laws  of  1853,  requiring  that  sum  to  be  borrowed  to  pay 
up  the  mortgages  on  the  school  houses  of  the  "  Public  School  Society 
of  the  city  of  New  York." 

The  corporate  property  of  that  society,  valued  at  $605,221  85,  has 
been  surrendered  to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  within 
the  year  for  which  this  report  is  made.  The  particulars  respecting 
this  transaction,  are  detailed  in  the  annual  report  from  this  Depar^ 
ment,  dated  January  30tli,  1854,  pages  13  to  15,  and  a  reference  to 
that  report  renders  a  repetition  in  this  unnecessary.  At  the  time  of 
the  surrender,  there  were  liens  on  a  portion  of  the  real  estate,  amount- 
ing to  $150,800.  The  interest  generally  on  these  mortgages  was 
six  per  cent.,  but  there  was  one  of  JrJ4(K000,  on  which  the  interest 
was  six  and  one-half  per  cent.  Tlie  law  authorized  a  loan  at  five 
per  cent.,  in  order  to  clear  the  property  from  incumbrances,  to  be 
reimbursed  in  twenty  years  by  annual  taxes.  The  amount  of  the  loan 
is  $154,000;  the  annual  interest  Is  sT.TUO,  and  there  is  required  to  be 
raised  annually  S4,(;I57  oG,  to  establish  a  sinking  fund  to  reimburse 
the  principal  in  twenty  years.  The  total  sum  added  annually  to  ihc 
taxes  will  be  $lii,o57  30.  There  wa»  a  considerable  accumulation  of 
interest  on  the  mortgages  before  the  loan  was  effected,  and  this  was 
paid  from  the  treasury  as  authorized  by  the  law,  with  the  exception 
of  S56,  being  the  interest  for  one  year  on  a  lien  of  S800,  part  of  the 
purchase  money  of  a  lot  in  Forty-seventh  street.  This  sum  was  paid 
out  of  a  check  of  $401  30,  handed  over  by  the  Public  School  Society, 
as  balance  of  cash  on  hand,  payable  to  the  order  of  the  ifayor,  which 
he  indorsed  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Comptroller.  The  balance 
of  this  check,  $345  39,  was  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  and  to  that 
extent  reduced  the  deliciency  of  interest  payable  on  the  mortgages 
from  the  city  treasury,  and  to  be  reimbursed  by  taxation. 
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After  deducting  the  above  sum  of  §345  30,  the  sum  necessary  to 
reimburse  the  treasury  for  its  advances  on  account  of  arrearages  of 
ijiterest,  is  $3,434  02,  whicli  sum  was  i)ut  in  the  tax  levy  of  1854,  for 
this  purpose.

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Statement  No.  7,  shows  the  appropriations  made  in  1853  and  185^'^ 
account  of  trust  funds  and  special  accounts;  also  the  sums  pMf  Alt  of 
the  treasury  on  account  of  these  funds  for  six  months  in  1853  and  eix 
months  in  1854.  This  table  embraces  the  large  sums  which  pass  through 
the  treasury,  by  borrowing  on  revenue  bonds,  in  anticipation  of  the  an- 
nual tax/and  in  paying  these  bonds  when  the  tax  is  realized;  it  also 
embraces  th^sums  which  are  borrowed  on  what  are  denominated  as- 
sessment bonds.    These  bonds  are  issued  to  borrow  money  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  collections  by  assessments  for  opening,  grading  and  paving 
streets,  building  sewers,  &c.    This  is  done  to  get  money  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  collection  of  assessments,  to  enable  the  treasury  to  pay  the 
contractor  on  the  work  as  soon  as  his  labor  is  done.

Of  this  amount  about  $3,300,000  consists  of  payments  on  account  of 
Revenue  and  Assessment  Bonds.  There  has  also«  been  paid  to  the 
State  treasury,  on  account  of  direct  taxes  for  the  support  of  the  State 
government,  the  large  sum  of  $450,840  11.  In  addition  to  this  sum, 
the  county  of  New  York  has  paid  to  the  State  a  direct  tax  for  the 
maintenance  of  free  schools  in  the  State  at  large,  of  $74,472  55,  be- 
yond the  sum  apportioned  to  the  city  from  the  State  School  Fund. 
These  severe  exactions  are  imposed  on  the  city  in  addition  to  the 
annual  levy  on  the  property-holders  and  inhabitants,  of  $686,257  59, 
for  the  support  of  a  system  of  free  schools  which  makes  ample  pro- 
vision for  the  gratuitous  instruction  of  every  child  in  the  city,  which 
can  be  persuaded  to  accept  the  boon. 

The  sum  of  the  two  items  of  opening  and  grading  streets,  amount- 
ing together  to  over  $1,300,000  is  raised  by  an  assessment  on  the 
property  benefited  by  such  improvements. 
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When  the  wants  of  commerce  arc  po  pressing  as  to  make  it  neces- 
sary to  borrow  half  a  million  of  dollars,  and  to  tax  the  inhabitants 
for  its  reimbursement,  why  should  not  individual  owners  of  property 
be  permitted  to  construct  piers  opposite  tlioir  property,  when  they  are 
willing  to  do  it  at  tlieir  own  expense  ?  Every  species  of  business  of 
this  kind,  which  can  be  triuisferred  from  the  unskillful  management  of 
government  to  the  hands  of  skillful  individuals,  is  as  advantageous  to 
the  inhabitants  at  large,  as  it  is  beneficial  to  commerce  and  all  the 
interests  of  trade  connected  with  it. 

In  1808,  when  application  was  made  to  the  Common  Council,  for  the 
privilege  of  coustruclin.ir,  at  tlic  expense  of  the  owner  of  the  upland, 
two  substantial  piers,  oi)posite  the  lloore  ])roperty,  near  Twenty-third 
street,  the  application  was  denied:  yet  the  same  Common  Council, 
in  the  samtJ  year,  passed  a  resolution,  to  construct  two  piers,  one  at  the 
foot  of  Twentieth,  and  the  other  at  tlie  foot  of  Twenty-second  street, 
and  the  job  of  (\ou\\^  (he  work  was  jrivcn  to  Jacob  Sharp.  Here  was 
an  admission,  that  comnieroe  rccjuirod  the  accommodation,  which  Mr. 
Moore  oflVred  to  aiVord,  witliout  ••••.-^t  to  ilio  <-itv.  But  this  would  not 
answer  tlie  purpo-es  of  the  jolibcr.-:  and  hciire  some  twenty  thousand 
dollars  were  drawn  fi'oiu  tlie  tax  payers,  nnd  expended  on  these  piers, 
rather  than  to  i)erinit  an  individual  to  furnish  the  same  amount  of 
dockacje  in  front  of  his  property,  without  cost  to  the  city. 

Statement  Xo.  11  shows  the  sums  l>ori'owed  and  expended  by  the 
Governors  of  the  Ainis-lious(\  for  the  erection  of  a  work-house.  The 
sum  expended  is  8()r),uOO. 

Statement  Xo.  12,  shows  the  sum  borrowed,  and  the  amount  of  stock 
issued  in  April  last,  on  account  of  ''  I'ublio  Education  Stock  of  the 
city  of  New  York,"  under  the  act,  chai>ter  i>Ul,  of  the  Laws  of  1853, 
as  explained  in  another  part  of  this  roi>ort,  and  the  annual  report  from 
this  department,  in  January  last. 

This  issue  of  stock  apparently  adds  to  the  city  debt,  payable  by 
taxation,  the  sum  of  J<151,000.  The  operation  is  simply  the  removal 
of  a  lien  on  property  surrendered  to  the  city,  valued  at  half  a  million 
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of  dollars,  by  the  substitution  of  five  per  cent,  bonds  in  lieu  of  mort- 
gages bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  and  six  and  a  half  per  cent. 

Statement  No.  13.  is  a  full  exhibit  of  the  receipts  in  detail,  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  on  account  of  the  redemption  of 
the  city  debt. 

There  have  been  no  payments  within  the  preceding  twelve  months, 
on  account  of  the  principal  of  the  permanent  debt.  For  payments 
from  this  fund  sec  statement  No.  1. 

Statement  No.  14,  shows  tlic  receipts  for  twelve  months,  by  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund,  on  account  of  the  fund  set  apart  by 
the  ordinance  of  184-1,  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  city  debt. 

The  expenditures  on  account  of  the  fund,  for  the  payment  of  interest, 
are  given  in  detail  in  statement  No.  2. 

CLEANING  STHEETS. 

The  expenditures  for  cleaning  streets,  as  sliown  in  tables  Nos.  G  and 
20,  are,  for  six  months  in  IS^o,  $llo,117  tS'2:  and  for  the  same  period, 
in  1854,  $121,  530  23,  being  a  total  of  {i523i,G18  05. 

This  does  not  cover  tlic  whole  expenditure  in  1S54,  by  a  very  large 
8am.  The  Board  of  Health,  wliicli  now  consists  of  tlic  <ixtv  Council- 
men,  and  twenty-two  Aldermen,  with  the  Commissioners  of  Health,  on 
the  seventh  of  March,  lN*)4,  decided,  that  from  the  condition  of  the 
streets,  there  was  imminent  danger  of  pestilence,  and  hence  they  de- 
termined to  clean?e  them  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  resolved  them- 
selves into  a  sanifary  cominitioe  of  eighty,  to  superintend  this  purifica- 
tion of  the  city,  and  thus  i)rcserve  the  health,  and  protect  the  lives  of 
their  constituents  from  "  the  i)estilence  which  walketh  in  darkness." 

In  five  weeks  preceding  tlio  >ih  of  A])ril,  tin?  Board  of  Health 
expended  $74,8G0  21.  For  this  sum.  which  could  only  be  provided  for 
by  taxation,  there  was  i;o  aulhorily  obtained  from  the  legislature  to 
levy  the  tax,  and  hence  the  amount  could  not  l)c  i)ut  in.  the  tax  levy  of 
1854.  This  is  a  serious  enibarra.-sment  to  the  treasury,  and  should  bo 
provided  for  by  a  curtailment  of  expenditures  in  other  items,  or  else 
it  must  come  into  the  account  of  arrearages  for  1855. 
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If  this  gam  of  $74,860  21,  expended  by  the  Board  of  Health,  be 
added  to  the  amount  charged  to  cleaning  streets,  in  table  No.  6,  it 
makes  a  total  expenditure,  in  twelve  months,  of  $309,528  26. 

Mr.  Glasier,  the  successor  of  Mr.  Arcularius,  took  possession  of  the 
streets  on  the  8th  bf  April,  and  from  that  time,  to  the  first  of  July, 
twelve  weeks,  he  expended  $83,305  24.* 

The  following  statement  shows  the  amount  expended  by  Henry 
Arcularius,  Jr.,  for  the  eight  months  preceding  March  1st,  1854,  with 
the  sum  paid  into  the  treasury  by  him,  for  manure,  during  the  same 
time,  also  the  sums  expended  on  the  streets,  and  paid  for  manure,  in 
March  and  April,  })y  the  Street  Inspector,  and  by  Mr.  Glasier,  from 
the  8th  of  April,  to  the  1st  of  July,  1854,  viz:

Annexed  to  statement  No.  20,  is  the  amount  required  to  clean  the 
several  districts  by  contract.  The  total  for  the  city  is  $161,100.  This 
is  less  than  one-half  the  sum  expended  when  the  "^^ork  is  done  by  the 
Commissioner. 

The  interesting  question  whether  Broadway  could  be  effectually 
cleaned,  has  been  satisfactorily  decided  in  the  course  of  the  last  year, 
by  the  energy  of  Mr.  Genin.  By  the  aid  of  a  voluntary  subscription, 
he  commenced  this  useful  work,  and  by  the  judicious  application  of  a 
small  force,  effectually  cleaned  Broadway,  whilst  the  thousands  who 
daily  throng  that  crowded  street,  were  refreshing  themselves  in  sleep. 

*  This  amountu  to  an  average  of  $6,942,  for  each  of  the  twelve  weeks;  equal  to  $360,961  for  a 
year,  This  goes  some  thirty  thousand  dollars  bejond  Arcularius,  whose  arrangements  for  spending 
the  largest  amouut  of  money,  in  the  shortest  time,  it  was  supposed  oould  not  be  oatdont. 
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The  injunctions  of  the  amended  charter  in  regard  to  contracts,  were 
disregarded,  some  six  or  eight  months,  as  to  lamp  lighting,  on  the  pa- 
triotic pretence  that  the  lighting  of  the  oil  lamps,  and  other  works  con- 
nected with  this  Bureau,  by  contract,  was  utterly  impracticable.  Bids, 
however,  were  invited,  and  a  short  time  before  his  resignation,  Mr. 
Arcularius  gave  a  contract  for  furnishing  oil,  and  lighting  the  oil  lamps, 
to  Mr.  Bellows,  for  the  sum  of  $52,700  per  annum.  This  is  some  $2,006 
dollars  less  than  was  paid  in  1853,  for  the  oil  alone;  whilst  some 
$40,000,  in  the  same  time,  were  paid  for  lighting  the  lamps. 

Mr.  Bellows  commenced  work  on  the  7th  of  March  last,  and  thus 
far  his  duties  have  been  well  performed,  and  it  is  not  known  that  any 
ground  of  complaint  has  existed. 

The  following  statement  is  made  for  the  purpose  of  showing  what  it 
cost  under  the  old  system,  as  shown  in  the  report  of  last  year,  (page 
67,)  in  contrast  with  the  expense  of  the  same  work,  for  a  year,  under 
the  contract  system,  viz: 

Statement  showing  the  expense  of  lighting  the  public  oil  lamps;  the 
keeping  of  the  public  lamps  in  repair;  ligliting  and  extinguishing  the 
gas  lamps  in  the  various  markets,  public  buildings,  &c.;  also  the  fur- 
nishing of  the  Fire  Department  with  oil  for  the  year  1^53;  which  amount 
is  made  up  from  the  report  of  the  Comptroller  for  that  year,  and  com- 
prises the  following  items,  all  projKjrly  chargeable  to  the  account  of 
oil  lamps.

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At  the  auction  sale  for  renting  piers  in  April  last,  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  total  amount  of  annual  rent,  on  some  sixty  piers  and 
bulkheads,  of  $65,000,  being  something  more  than  one  hundred  per 
cent.  There  is,  however,  a  considerable  drawback  to  pier  rents,  arising 
from  the  imperfect  dredging  of  the  slips,  and  the  interruptions  oc* 
casioned  by  contractors  in  repairing  and  extending  piers.
